economic policies). | 

At a public meeting called by the 
Labour Council here, Emil Schech- 
ter, a member of the workers com- 
mittee at Elco, called upon Meshel 
to cooperate with the workers. 
“We're yours, you'll have a good 
army. Just try to use it and you'll 
see how we'll fight..We know how 
to fight,” he called.

“This accelerator puts the Weiz- 
mann Institute in the foremost line of 
nuclear science in the world," Mr. 
Koffler says, adding that ‘the 
research carried out now at the 
Weizmann Institute will benefit the

His involvement in raising money 
for Israel is best exemplified by the 
way he was instrumental in organiz- 
ing Canadian Jewry after the Yom 
Kippur War. Toronto Jewry raised 
the largest amount of money in its 
history on behalf of Israel.

SUMMARY. The above is a gen- 
eral overview of several of the tax 
reform provisions most likely to be 
of interest to U.S. taxpayers living 
in Israel, Probably the most signifi- 
cant provisions not covered above 
are those which greatly restrict the 
opportunities for nigh income U.S. 
taxpayers to use ‘tax shelters to 
minimize taxes, The tax reform 
contains many additional provisions 
which apply to various areas af- 
fecting individuals, business, and 
other organizations which are re- 
quired to report to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

U.S. Internal Revenue has an- 
nounced that, because of the chan- 
ges in the tax law, the 1976 tax 
forms may be mailed to U.S. tax- 
payers and U.S, consulates abroad 
several weeks later than usual. 
When preparing their 1976 returns, 
U.S. taxpayers should study the 
new tax form instructions care- 
fully, make reference to the book- 
lets provided by the U.S. consuls 
and, if necessary, should consult

POLITICS and COCKTAILS 


FIDE, the International Chess 
Federation, once dubbed the UN 
‘of chess, is unfortunately acquir- 
ing a greater resemblance to the 
real thing. Politics now play a 
predominant role in discussions 
that were once free of everything 

‘ but professional considerations. 

. "The readmisston of South Africa 
(suspended from FIDE 
membership at the 1974 Nice 
Congress), and the acceptance of 
South Yemen, were two of the 
questions on this year's agenda of 
the FIDE Central Committee 
which draws up proposals for final 
approval! by the General 
Assembly. 

The South African question waa 
hotly debated before it was decid- 
ed to bring two reeommendations 
before the General Assembly. The 
first ia to readmit South Africa to 
the world chess family as a full- 
fledged FIDE member, and the 
second is to postpone the decision 
until April 15977 when there will be 
an Extraordinary General 
Assembly session in Caracas. 
This procedure is somewhat 
{rregular, sinee the Central Com- 
mittee usually submits definite 
recommendations to the General 
Assembly. On Sunday, the 
Assembly voted overwhelmingly 
to readmit South Africa. 

Still more hotly debated was the 
question of the admission of South 
Yemen. Although the participants 
tended to disregard the lateness of 
the application for admission — 
submitted after the minutes of the 
Central Committec were closed — 
the majority considered it un- 
thinkable to admit a country 
which has already breached 
FIDE statutes by partlcipating in 
the Libyan "counter Olympiad." 
Ii finally decided to postpone the 
issue untll the Caracas mecting, 
so as to give South Yemen a

in the Libyan affair. 

With an ever-increasing

Oil dependence to fall, Bar-Lev says

nuclear power stations are function- 
ing, Minister of Commerce and In-

The twin stations, with a poten- 
tlal of 900 megawatts, will supply 
9 per cent of Israel's energy. 
Another 17 per cent is to come from 
imported coal, and: the remaining 
four per cent from other eources, in- 
eluding water power, Bar-Lev told 
@ briefing of the Senate delegation 


headed by Abraham Ribicoff of 
Connecticut and Howard Baker of 
Tennessee, at the Van Leer Foun- 
dation in Jerusalem. 


Among the plans under serious 
atudy, according to Bar-Lev, is the 
construction of a canal from the 
Mediterranean to the Dead Sea. Its 
main purpose, he said, will be to 
power a hydro-electric station, pro- 
ducing at peak .300 megawatts. A 
second objective is to replenish the 
waters of the Dead Sea, whose sur- 
face is sinking because of the water 
@rawn off for irrigation from Lake 
Kinneret and the Jordan’ River. 


Finally, before disappearing into 
a@ tunnel under the Judean Hills, 


the canal can provide water to 
cool nuclear power stations to be 
built in the future, The coast is al- 
ready crowded, the minister pointed 
out. 

Questioned by the senators about 
financing, Ariel Amiad, managing 
director of the Israel Electric Corpo- 
ration, said that the most expensive 
option was an oil-fired station. The 
cost of power derived from coal 
would be cheaper, at 2.2 centa per 
kwh. 

Nuclear power stations are expen- 
sive to put up, but the average cost 
of the end-product (the current) 
would, in the long term, be the 
cheapest — at 1.6 cents per kwh, 
Amiad concluded.

Siident held ἴῃ ‘poisoning 


of colleague at Mikve Yisrael 


TEL AVIV, — A 17-year-old student 
from the Mikve Yisrael agricultural 
school was brought before a magis- 
trate here yesterday on suspicion 
of causing the death of a fellow 
student, Avraham Ohayon of Ashke- 
lon. A post mortem determined 
that the boy died from eating honey 
mixed with parathion. 


The police asked that the ac- 
cused’s name be witheld. 

Ohayon died on Saturday, after 
eating honey containing the poison. 

The police claim the suspect gave 
him the honey as a practical joke, 
“to see if the poison was effective.” 
But they did not object to his re- 
lease on 13,000 bail. 


Relatives of Avraham Ohayon in 
Ashkelon complained yesterday of 
negligent treatment of the boy’s 
case from the beginning. They 
said they had seen him in hospital 
on Thuraday, and learned he had 
been moved around from the school 
infirmary to Hadassah (Balfour) 
Hospital, from there to the clinic in 
Holon, then to Ichilov Hospital. 

Thus, they claimed, precious hours 
were lost during "which doctors 
might have saved him. Moveover, 
the hospital did not report death 
by: unnatural causes when Ohayon 
died, and the police came into the 
picture only after the parents made 
8. complaint on Saturday night.

The danger is in 
the threat to strike, in the cash benefits that these threats 
are attempting to gouge out of the system — and in ‘the light- 
headedness with which disputes are started. 

Civil servants bave currently a grievance, that the civil 
aviation personnel got a rise when other Government employees 
did not. The Transport Minister — now in Mexico — should 
explain why he saw fit to infract the pay code for this part- 
jeular category of worker. They threatened to shut down EBen- 
Gurion Airport, that is true. But power to do damage does 
not constitute a proof that their pay scales were out of kilter, 


or needed adjustment. 


The civil servants’ representatives could have demanded an 
investigation. They should not immediately have jumped to 
8 decision that the entire public administretion must stop 


working. It is carrying the principle of “wage linkage” 


” to 


absurd lengths, and raising uneasy thoughts for the near 
future. Suppose an adjustment is made in the salary of the 
doctors or the engineers — will the civil service shut down 


over that as well? 


Such trigger-happy behaviour — mostly on the part of action 
committees, that defy the authority of ‘the Histadrut — does 


not bode well for the future of wage 


at large, far from being pacified by Mr. Baram, is increasingly 
disgusted with the blatant indifference shown by so many 
worker groups to the general interest. 

The extremists are in every case those with the power to 
immobilize a public service. Power cannot exist in isolation;

tion is probably the most 


easily dispensable. The built-in majority of Arab, Communist 
and Third World countries which hold sway over it has vir- 
tually robbed UNESCO in recent years of its traditional, spe- 
cialized character, and turned it into just another instrument 
for political vituperation, on the lines of the General Assembly. 
Tt is by no means obvious that the UN needs two such as- 


semblies. 


The principal target of UNESCO's politicking, needless to 
say, has been Israel. Two yéars ago Israel was wilfully exclu- 
ded, by a decision of UNESCO's general conference, from par- 
ticipation in the agency's European group. Since the work of 
the agency is conducted mostly in auch regional groupings, this 
was tantamount to Israel's suspension from its rights as a 
member of UNESCO. Israel was also to be denied the benefit 
of the agency’s funds, to which it was in any case contributing 
more than it was receiving. 

This action aroused universal] revulsion in the free world 
Leading intellectuals in scores of countries joined in a call for 
a boycott of UNESCO's activities until the anti-Israel resolu- 
tions were rescinded. This hurt greatly, probably even more 
than the U.S. Government's stoppage of funds; for if there is 
one UN body whose very survival depends on the cooperation 
of free and enlightened individuals, that body is UNESCO. 

Now, at Nairobi, the general conference in effect made a 
turn-about by recognizing the right of all member states to 
belong to a regional grouping of their choice. This opens the 
way to Israel's entering the European group. 

Yet it would be a mistake to assume that the Arabs and 
their allies have given up on the abuse of UNESCO as a forum 
for waging @ propaganda war against Israel. False accusations 
of improper archaeological digs in Jerusalem, and the denial 
of proper education to youngsters in the administered territor- 
ies, are still pending. Although Israel has gone out of its way 
to allow objective UNESCO investigations of these charges, it 
would be naive to expect final resolutions in these matters to 
be phrased in terms that accord with the facts, and not with 
prejudice. ᾿ 

UNESCO's steamroller majority has a few other concerns 
besides Israel, to be sure.
